SECRETARY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 
AND TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION FOR IRELAND. 


Sir, 


I have the honour to submit the Annual General Abstracts 
of the Agricultural Statistics for Ireland which show by Counties 
and Provinces the acreage under Crops and the Numbers and 
Classes of Live Stock in Ireland on 1st June, 1919. The totals 
for Ireland shown in the Report do not differ appreciably from the 
unrevised figures published last January. 

In 1919 a change had to be made in the method of collecting the 
agricultural statistics. Formerly (in fact, in every year since 1847, 
with the single exception of 1848) police enumerators called at the 
holdings and took notes there of the required particulars. This 
procedure was found impracticable in 1919 and two substitutes 
were adopted. 

(a) In 1919 an attempt was made for the first time to obtain, 
by post, signed returns from all farmers with holdings of one 
acre and upwards. These returns were compared with the former 
police returns. For one or another reason many of the returns 
had to be discarded, but, after excluding these returns, there still 
remained more than half the holdings in each locality for which 
reliable comparisons of changes in areas under crops and in the 
numbers of live stock were avaiiable. Proportionate changes were 
assumed to have taken place in the remainder of the holdings. 
All the figures for live stock in 1919, and the areas under hay 
in the same year, which appear in this Report are estimates 
based on the signed returns obtained from farmers. 
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(b) The 25" Ordinance Survey Maps have printed on them the 
boundaries of each field, also the area in Statute acres to three 
decimal places. The inspectors appointed by the Department 
to check claims made by corn growers in connection with the 
Government guarantee of prices of cereals produced in 1919, were 
instructed to mark last Summer on these 25" Ordnance Survey 
Maps each field in their districts on which a corn crop, a green 
crop, flax or fruit was grown, indicating the name of the crop. 
In this manner exceedingly accurate statistics were collected 
for these crops for every rural district in Ireland with the excep- 
tion of a few mountainous districts on the Western seaboard. 
For the statistics of the latter districts method (a) above was 
relied upon. 

The first method is the usual statistical device adopted when 
a complete enumeration is not possible. Estimates for all holdings 
are arrived at by considering changes in “ sample ” holdings. As 
a rule the “ sample ” comprises only a small percentage of the total. 
In the present instance the sample included more than half the hold- 
ings and accordingly the estimates of the numbers of live stock and 
of the areas under hay may be regarded as quite reliable. The 
areas shown for the other crops are probably more accurate than in 
any previous year.

The total area under Corn Crops, Green Crops, Flax, and Fruit, 
increased by 72,576 acres from 1914 to 1916, by 637,541 acres from 
1916 to 1917, and by 201,626 acres from 1917 to 1918, but decreased 
by 433,154 acres from 1918 to 1919 ; the net result from 1914 to 
1919 was an increase in this area of 478,589 acres, or 20'6 per cent.

Wheat . — The area under wheat in Ireland increased from 76,438 
acres in 1916 to 124,082 acres in 1917 and to 157,326 acres in 1918, 
but decreased to 69,663 acres in 1919. 

Comparingl919 withl916theareadecreased by 6,775 acres or 8'9 
per cent. The area decreased in 21 counties, in the remaining 11 
counties small increases took place. In Leinster there was a decrease 
of 2,289 acres, in Munster of 796 acres, in Ulster of 1,784 acres, and 
in Connacht of 1,906 acres. 

Comparing 1919 with 1918 the area showed a decrease in every 
county. The total area in Ireland decreased from 157,326 acres 
in 1918 to 69,663 acres in 1919, a decrease of 87,663 acres, or 66'7 
per cent. The decrease in Leinster amounted to 30,578 acres, in 
Munster to 26,623 acres, in Ulster to 15,783 acres, and in Connaught 
to 14,679 acres. The Counties which showed the largest decreases 
were : Cork, 8,974 acres, Galway, 6,792 acres, Tipperary, 5,117 
acres, Wexford, 4,791 acres, Meath 4,633 acres, Kilkenny, 4,206 
acres, Mayo, 4,188 acres, Clare 3,943 acres, Down 3,884 acres, 
Limerick, 3,603 acres, and Kerry 3,515 acres. 

Oats . — The extent under Oats in Ireland increased from 1,071,593 
acres in 1916 to 1,463,737 acres in 1917 and to 1,579,537 acres in 
1918, but fell in 1919 to 1,442,458 acres. 

Comparing 1919 with 1916 there was an increase of 370,865 acres 
or 34' 6 per cent. Each Province and each County showed an 
increase. The increase in Leinster amounted to 104,042 acres, in 
Munster to 72,684 acres, in Ulster to 128,729 acres, and in Con- 
naught to 65,410 acres. The counties which showed the largest 
increases from 1916 to 1919 were : Tyrone, 24,580 acres ; Cork, 
23,538 acres ; Donegal, 22,296 acres ; Galway, 21,846 acres ; and 
Meath, 21,492 acres. 

Comparing 1919 with 1918 there was a decrease in each ot the 
four Provinces and in every County with the exception of Kerry, 
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Donegal, Tyrone and Sligo, where the areas slightly increased. The 
total decrease for the whole of Ireland was 137,079 acres, or 8-7 
per cent. The decrease in Leinster amounted to 68,000 acres, in 
Munster, to 23,348 acres ; in Ulster, to 27,989 acres, and in Con- 
nacht to 17,742 acres. The counties which showed the largest 
decreases: were Meath, 13,805 acres ; Kildare, 10,072 acres ; Wex- 
ford, 9,599 acres ; Tipperary, 9,363 acres ; Kilkenny, 8,359 acres ; 
and Galway, 8,357 acres. 

Barley . — Barley and Fruit were the only two crops which in- 
creased in area in each year since 1916. The area under barley 
was 150,063 acres in 1916, 177,135 acres in 1917, 184,712 acres in 
1918, and 186,625 acres in 1919. 

Comparing 1919 with 1916 there was a total increase of 36,562 
acres, or 24'4 per cent. The increase in Leinster amounted to 
22,670 acres, in Munster to 11,266 acres, in Ulster to 568 acres, in 
Connacht to 2,058 acres. The Counties which showed the largest 
increases were : Tipperary, 7,048 acres, Queen’s, 6,649 acres, Kil- 
kenny, 4,286 acres, and King’s, 4,171 acres. 

Comparing 1919 with 1918 the total area increased by 1,913 acres, 
or I'O per cent. The area in Leinster increased by 5,936 acres, and 
in Ulster by 562 acres, but the area in Munster decreased by 3,224 
acres, and in Connaught by 1,360 acres. There was an increase 
of 2,636 acres in King’s County, 1,456 acres in Kilkenny, 1,394 
acres in Queen’s County, and 1,079 acres in Carlow. These four 
counties showed the largest increases. Increases took place in 11 
counties, decreases in 21 counties. The only counties which 
showed decreases of over 1,000 acres were Cork, with a decrease of 
1,355 acres, and Wexford with a decrease of 1,052 acres. 

Rye . — The area under rye in Ireland increased from 6,611 acres 
in 1916, to 7,640 acres in 1917, and to 8,947 acres in 1918, but fell 
to 5,222 acres in 1919. From 1916 to 1919 there was a decrease 
of 1,389 acres, or 21'0 per cent. There was a decrease of 90 acres 
in Leinster, 716 in Munster, and 711 acres in Connacht, but an 
increase of 128 acres in Ulster. 

The total area in 1919 was 3,725 acres (or 41'6 per cent.) less than 
in 1918. There was a decrease in each Province : in Leinster 
of 618 acres, in Munster of 772 acres, in Ulster of 325 acres, and 
in Connacht, of 2,010 acres. 

Beans and Peas. — The areas under these crops are comparatively 
small. The total extent in Ireland increased from 1,146 acres in 
1916, to 1,633 acres in 1917, and to 2,271 acres in 1918, but fell 
to 1,689 acres in 1919. Of the latter area Antrim accounted for 
623 acres, Donegal for 377 acres, Down for 302 acres, Londonderry 
for 183 acres, and Armagh for 55 acres, the remaining 149 acres 
being distributed over the other 27 counties.

Potatoes . — The area under Potatoes in Ireland increased from 
386,308 acres in 1916 to 709,263 acres in 1917, but fell to 701,847 
acres in 1918 and to 588,802 acres in 1919. 

Comparing 1919 with 1916 there was an increase of 2,494 acres 
or 0'4 per cent. Increases took place in 14 counties, decreases in 
18 counties. The counties showing the largest increases were : 
Mayo, 4,023 acres, Antrim, 2,510 acres, Galway, 2,325 acres, 
Londonderry, 2,213 acres, and Sligo, 2,011 acres. The counties 
showing the largest decreases were ; Cork, 4,505 acres, Wexford, 
1,930 acres, Waterford, 1,737 acres, Kilkenny, 1,204 acres, and 
Down, 1,009 acres. The total decrease in Leinster was 6,216 acres 
and in Munster 5,208 acres. The total increase in Ulster was 5,370 
acres, and in Connacht, 7,548 acres. 

Comparing 1919 with 1918 the total area of Ireland under Potatoes 
decreased by 113,045 acres, or 16T per cent. There was a decrease 
in every county. In Down it amounted to 9,411 acres, in Galway 
to 8,420 acres, in Antrim to 7,480 acres, in Mayo to 7,458 acres, in 
Cork to 6,856 acres, and in Roscommon to 6,679 acres. These were 
the counties which showed the largest decreases. The decrease 
in Leinster was 21,297 acres, in Munster, 25,122 acres, in Ulster, 
37,141 acres, and in Connacht 29,485 acres. 

Turnips . — Turnips in Ireland increased from 262,814 acres in 
1916 to 293,452 acres in 1917 and to 294,795 acres in 1918, but 
decreased to 273,460 acres in 1919. 

Comparing 1919 with 1916 there was an increase of 10,646 acres, 
or 4T per cent. There were increases of 9,572 acres in Leinster, 
1,659 acres in Munster, and 2,029 acres in Connacht, but a decrease 
of 2,614 acres in Ulster. The counties which showed the largest 
increases were Wexford, 2,646 acres, Tipperary, 2,632 acres, Donegal, 
2,071 acres, Galway, 1,785 acres, and Queen’s County, 1,434 acres. 
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and the counties having the largest decreases were Cork, 1,678 
acres, Down, 1,865 acres, and Armagh, 1,410 acres. 

The total area in Ireland in 1919 was 21,335 acres(or 7‘2 per cent.) 
less than in 1918. There was a decrease in every county with 
the exception of Louth, Westmeath and Kerry which showed 
small increases. The principal decreases were : Down 2,083 acres, 
Antrim, 1,727 acres, Kildare, 1,301 acres, Tyrone, 1,290 acres, 
Armagh, 1,285 acres, Roscommon, 1,207 acres, Galway, 1,151 acres, 
Londonderry, 1 ,086 acres, and Cork, 1 ,046 acres. 

Mangels and Beet Root . — The areas under these crops increased in 
1917 and again in 1918, but decreased in 1919. The area in 1919 
was 6,595 acres (or 7'0 per cent.) less than in 1916. Munster showed 
a decrease of 2,947 acres, Ulster of 872 acres, and Connacht of 
1 ,870 acres. Leinster showed the small increase of 94 acres. 

Comparing 1919 with 1918 the total for Ireland decreased by 
22,824 acres, or 23'4 per cent. There was a decrease in each Pro- 
vince — in Leinster, of 8,400 acres, in Munster of 8,200 acres, in 
Ulster, of 2,020 acres, and in Connacht of 4,204 acres. There was 
a decrease in every county. 

Cabbage . — Unlike the areas under the other crops the area under 
cabbage showed a large decrease in 1917. It increased in 1918, 
but again decreased in 1919. From 1916 to 1919 the area decreased 
by 7,957 acres or 23'2 per cent. Leinster decreased by 1,858 acres, 
Munster by 4,309 acres Ulster by 665 acres and Connacht by 
1,125 acres. 

The area in 1919 was 660 acres (or 2'4 per cent.) less than in 1918. 
There was a decrease in Leinster of 759 acres and in Munster of 
891 acres, but the areainUlsterincreasedby210 acres and in Connacht 
by 780 acres. 

FLAX. 

The area under flax in Ireland increased from 49,263 acres in 
1914 to 63,143 acres in 1915, to 91,454 in 1916, to 107,705 acres in 
1917, and to 143,356 acres in 1918, but decreased to 95,610 acres in 
1919. The only counties outside Ulster which grew over 200 acres 
of flax in 1919 were Meath, with 1,689 acres, Cork with 1,183 
acres, Mayo with 488 acres, Kildare with 416 acres, and Sligo with 
289 acres. From 1918 to 1919 the total area in Ireland decreased by 
47,746 acres or 33'3 per cent. The counties showing the largest 
decreases were Down 9,680 acres, Armagh 7,533 acres, Antrim 
7,289 acres, Tyrone, 7,015 acres, Londonderry 5,265 acres, and 
Donegal, 4,467 acres. 

FRUIT. 

The total area under fruit in Ireland increased from 16,667 acres 
in 1916 to 17,024 acres in 1917, to 18,603 acres in 1918, and to 
19,796 acres in 1919. The increase from 1916 to 1919 was 4,228 
acres, or 27'2 per cent. In this interval 27 counties increased 
their areas under fruit. In 5 counties the areas decreased. Armagh 
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is much the largest fruit-growing county in Ireland having in 1919 no 
less than 5,480 acres under fruit. Only 3 other counties had an 
area of over 1,000 acres — Antrim with 1,507 acres, Cork with 1,229 
acres, and Tyrone with 1,081 acres. 

HAY. 

The total area under hay in Ireland which increased from 
2,406,247 acres in 1916 to 2,532,723 acres in 1917, decreased to 
2,470,417 acres in 1918, but increased to 2,520,096 acres in 1919. 

The extent in 1919 was 113,849 acres (or 4.7 per cent.) greater than 
in 1916. In this interval there was an increase in every Province and 
in every county with the exception of Cork, Donegal, Fermanagh, 
Leitrim, Mayo and Sligo. The area in Leinster increased by 43,463 
acres, in Munster by 20,089 acres, in Ulster by 45,163 acres, and 
in Connacht by 5,144 acres. 

Comparing 1919 with 1918 the total area of hay in Ireland in- 
creased by 49,679 acres, or 2'0 per cent. There was an increase 
in 22 counties. The increase in Leinster amounted to 9,943 acres, 
in Munster to 14,362 acres, in Ulster to 23,316 acres, and in Con- 
nacht to 2,058 acres.

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From the above Table it appears that comparing 1919 with 1918 
there was an increase in the numbers of horses, mules and jennets, 
cattle and pigs, but a decrease in the numbers of asses, sheep and 
goats. Again, comparing the numbers in 1919 with the average 
for the ten years 1909 to 1918, while there were increases in the 
numbers of horses and cattle there were decreases in mules and 
jennets, asses, sheep, pigs, and goats. It was found impracticable 
to make an estimate of the number of poultry in Ireland in 1919.

Horses . — From the above table it appears that from 1st June, 
1918, to 1st June, 1919, the total number of horses in Ireland in- 
creased by 5,694, or 0'9 per cent. Both the broken horses and the 
unbroken horses on the whole show increases. Horses used for 
agricultural purposes decreased by 6,869, but horses used for 
traffic and manufactures increased by 4,053 and those used for 
amusement and recreation increased by 4,582. Of the unbroken 
horses those one year old and upwards decreased by 5,610, but those 
under one year increased by 8,438. The total number of horses 
in Leinster shows an increase of 4,60:8, in Munster of 1,128, and in 
Ulster of 1,876, but in Connacht the number decreased by 1,918. 
Horses used for agricultural purposes show a decrease in Munster 
of 2,643, in Ulster of 510, in Connacht of 3,241, but an increase in 
Leinster of 525. In each Province the horses used for traffic and 
manufactures, for amusement and recreation, and horses under one 
year old, showed increases, but the unbroken horses one year old 
and upwards showed decreases. 

Mules and Jennets . — The total number of mules and jennets in 
Ireland in 1919 was estimated at 25,682, which was 19 in excess 
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of the number in the previous year. There was an increase in 
Leinster and Ulster, but a decrease in Munster and Connacht. 

Asses . — The number of Asses in Ireland was estimated to have 
decreased from 232,159 in 1918, to 222,469 in 1919, a decrease 
of 9,690 or 4' 2 per cent. There was a decrease in every County 
with the exception of Queen’s County, Antrim, Down and Tyrone, 
where some slight increases were recorded. There was an estimated 
decrease of 1,924 in Leinster, of 4,247 in Munster, of 609 in 
Ulster, and of 2,910 in Connacht.

Bulls . — The estimated number of bulls in Ireland in 1919 was 
38,783, a decrease of 1,224, or 3T per cent as compared with 1918. 
The number in Leinster showed a decrease of 64, and Munster 
1,316, but the number in Ulster showed an increase of 104, and 
Connacht 52. 

Milch Cows — The number of milch cows in Ireland on 1st June, 
1919, was estimated at 1,471,240, being 10,051, or 0'7 per cent, 
less than on 1st June, 1918. It was estimated that there were 
decreases of 7,213 in Munster, 1,813 in^Ulster, 3,600 in Connacht, 
but an increase of 2,575 in Leinster. There was a decrease of 
5'3 per cent, in King’s, 4'7 per cent, in Roscommon, 3'3 per cent, 
in Mayo, and 3’2 per cent, in Cavan, and an increase of 5T per 
cent, in Meath, 4'7 per cent, in Dublin, 3'6 per cent, in Westmeath, 
and 3’4 per cent, in Carlow. These were the counties for which 
the returns showed the largest percentage changes. 

Heifers in Calf . — The returns for heifers-in-calf indicate an 
increase in Ireland of 14,979, or 19'8 per cent, from 1st June, 1918, 
to 1st June, 1919. There was an increase in every county with the 
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exception of Waterford, Antrim and Sligo. It was estimated that 
there was an increase of 6,326 in Leinster, 2,632 in Munster, 2,299 
in Ulster, and 3,722 in Connacht. 

OtherCattle, Two YearsOldand Upwards. — The estimated number 
of these cattle on the 1st June, 1919, was 1,047,807, i.e., 21,242, or 
2T per cent, more than on 1st June, 1918. The returns showed 
decreases in 18 counties and increases in only 14. The largest in- 
creases were Meath, 16,861, Kildare, 6,908, Mayo, 4,834, and 
Dublin, 4,739. The largest decreases were, Kerry, 3,527, Clare, 
2,286, Tipperary, 2,263, Cork, 2,093. 

Other Cattle, One Year old and under two years. — The estimated 
number of these cattle on 1st June, 1919, was 1,158,738, an increase 
of 52,293, or 4'7 per cent, on the corresponding number for the 
previous year. The returns indicated an increase of 20,657 in 
Leinster, 13,904 in Ulster, 18,454 in Connacht, but a decrease of 
722 in Munster. The counties which show the largest estimated 
increases were Galway, with an increase of 6,841, Mayo, 6,342, 
Roscommon, 3,940, and Kildare, 3,036. Decreases were shown 
in only four counties. 

Other Cattle, under one year. — The number of these cattle on 1st 
June, 1919, was estimated at 1,222,355, being an increase of 
88,929, or 7'8 per cent, on the corresponding number for 1st June 
1918. The returns indicate an increase in every county with the 
exception of Kerry and Limerick. The estimated increases for 
each of the Provinces were Leinster 18,538, Munster, 7,597, 
Ulster, 39,415, and Connacht, 23,379 

Total Cattle. — The estimated total increase in cattle in Ireland 
was 166,168, or 3'4 per cent. It was estimated that there was an 
increase of 80,557 in Leinster, 63,296 in Ulster, and 44,559 in Con- 
nacht, but a decrease of 12,243 in Munster.

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Breeding Rams. — The returns indicate a decrease of 786 breeding 
rams in Leinster, and 227 in Connacht, but an increase of 81 in 
Munster, and 152 in Ulster, making a total decrease of 780, or 1'7 
per cent, for Ireland. 

Breeding Ewes. — It was estimated that from 1st June, 1918, to 
1st June, 1919, there was a decrease of 19,567 breeding ewes in 
Leinster, 7,832 in Munster, 11,919 in Ulster, and 2,563 in Con- 
nacht, and a total decrease of 41,881, or 2'9 per cent, in Ireland. 
The largest percentage decreases were shown in Dublin, 13’2 per 
cent., Louth, 12'8 per cent., Monaghan, 12’0 per cent, Meath, 11'8 
per cent., and Tyrone, 10'4 per cent. Increases were shown in 
nine counties. 

Other Sheep, One Year old and Upwards. — The returns show 
an increase in these sheep in Munster of 4,723, and in Connacht 
ot 2,771, but a decrease of 3,055 in Leinster, and 620 in Ulster, 
resulting in a total increase in Ireland of 3,819, or 0'6 per cent. 
The counties in which the largest increases took place were, Cork, 
3,250, Mayo, 2,632, Tipperary, 1,864, Tyrone, 1,522, Dublin, 1,503, 
Roscommon, 1,414. Sligo, 1,365, and Carlow, 1,324. 

Other Sheep, Utider One Year. — The total'numbers of these sheep 
were estimated to have decreased from 1st June, 1918, to 1st June, 
1919, by 74,991, or 5’0 per cent., Leinster showing a decrease ot 
50,315, Munster, 15,300, Ulster, 10,966, while Connacht showed 
an increase of 1,590. A decrease was indicated in every county 
with the exception of Londonderry, Leitrim, Mayo and Sligo. 

Total Sheep. — The foregoing changes resulted in a decrease of 
113,833, or 3T per cent, in the total number of sheep in Ireland, 
the number in Leinster decreasing by 73,723, in Munster by 18,328, 
and in Ulster by 23,353, while on the other hand the number in 
Connacht showed an increase of 1,571. There were increases in 
only seven counties.

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Breeding Boars. — The returns indicated a slight increase in the 
number of breeding boars in Ireland from 1,604 in 1918, to 1,610 
in 1919. 

Breeding Sows. — The number of breeding sows in Ireland was. 
estimated to have decreased from 104,782 in 1918 to 97,069 in 1919, 
a decrease of 7,713 or 7-4 per cent. The decreases for each of the 
Provinces were : Leinster, 3,043, or 11'6 per cent., Munster, 1,308, 
or 3’4 per cent, Ulster, 1,421, or 6'6 per cent., Connacht, 1941, or 
10'4 per cent. Increases were shown for only seven counties. 

Other Pigs, Six Months Old and Upwards. — The number of these 
pigs in Ireland on 1st June, 1919, was estimated at 122,055, as 
against 115,269 on 1st June, 1918, an increase of 6,796, or 5'9 per 
cent. This change resulted from increases of 733 in Leinster, and 
8,178 in Munster, and decreases of 1,091 in Ulster and 1,024 in 
Connacht. 

Other Pigs, Under Six Months Old. — The returns indicated that 
the number of these pigs increased from 752,740 in 1918 to 757,229 in 
1919, an increase of 4,489, or 0.6 .per cent. Munster showed an 
increase of 7,593, or 3'0 per cent., and Ulster an increase of 1,316 
or 0'8 per cent., while Leinster showed a decrease of 2,135, or 
1'2 per cent., and Connacht a decrease of 2,285, or 1'4 per cent. 

Total Pigs. — The total number of pigs are shown to have decreased 
from 1st June, 1918, to 1st June, 1919, by 4,438, in Leinster, 1,186 in 
Ulster, and 5,237 in Connacht, but to have increased by 14,439 in 
Munster. The result was an increase in the total for Ireland from 
974,386 in 1918 to 977,963 in 1919, an increase of 3,578, or 0'4 per 
cent. Increases took place in 18 counties, decreases in 14 counties, 

GOATS. 

The number of goats (and kids) in Ireland on 1st June, 1919, 
was estimated at 233,287, a reduction of 43,827, or 16’8 per cent, 
on the 277,114 enumerated for 1st June, 1918. The number in 
each county, with the exception of Donegal, showed a decrease. 

POULTRY. 

It was not found possible to make reliable estimates of the numbers 
of poultry in Ireland on 1st June 1919, as large numbers of younger 
fowl were omitted from the returns, furnished by the farmers. 
Reports received from all parts of the country indicated that there 
was a decrease in 1919 in the number of turkeys, a decrease, but 
to a less extent, in geese ; the number of ducks appear to have been 
much the same as in 1918, and an increase was indicated in the num- 
ber of ordinary fowl. 
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The thanks of the Department are due to the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary, the Dublin Metropolitan Police, and the Postal Autho- 
rities, in connection with the collection and compilation of the 
Agricultural Statistics for 1919.
